N accepting appointment by Mayor Murphy as a member 

of the Detroit Street Railway Commission of three, Sid- 
ney D. Waldon, pioneer of the automobile industry, is foel- 
lowing along the same path that led James Couzens into 
the United States Senate. Mr. Couzens, after resigning as 
yeneral manager of the Ford Motor Company, became in- 
terested in municipal affairs. He rejuvenated the local 
street car service and put it under municipal control; he 
was chief of police and then mayor. From that chair to 
the United States Senate was but a step. 

Let us hope Col. Waldon is headed in the same diree- 
tion; he has a fine start; with a record as a public spirited 
citizen beyond criticism. Like Mr. Couzens, he has:served 
his city long and faithfully. His was the mind that con- 
ceived the master highway plan for the widening of high- 
ways in Wayne, McComb, Oakland, Washtenaw and Monroe 
counties, which is rapidly being put through. Right now 
he is president of the Rapid Transit Commission. During 
the war he served on the air board with Col. Deeds and C. 
F. Kettering; he was president of the Detroit Automobile 
Club and for years served on the executive board of the 
American Automobile Association. 

That's just a few of the things he has done since he 
actually severed his connection with the automobile industry. 
That was some fifteen years ago when he retired as consuli- 
ing engineer of the Cadillac Motor Car Company, having 
succeeded D. McCall White. But it was as a Packard execu- 
tive that I best knew him. When I joined the Motor Age 
in 1905 Col. Waldon was almost a pioneer then. And for 
the next decade he was most active in Packard affairs, both 
from an engineering standpoint and as head of sales as well.

This com- 
pany instead of talking about a 
business depression has dug in and 
worked hard and has turned 1930 
into a year of prosperity and good 
profits in its service department. 

W. Landskroner, service manager, 
says that there is business at a good 
profit ‘for anybody who will work 
hard :to get it. It takes hard work 
to get a large volume of service 
business, and Mr. Landskroner and 
his company have shown that they | 
are right about business being avail- 
able to those who will work hard 
to get it. Hard work is also the 
reason why the Northern Motor | 
Company is getting the cream of 
the business in the price class of 
the Oldsmobile and Viking in Du- 
luth in new automobile sales and | 
has enabled this company to do a, 
volume of business in September that 
was eieht-tenths per cent. above 
normal in its new automobile sales.

To find out this information | 
the salesman making a sale is mak- | 
ing a study of the buyer or prospect | 
and finds out just what he likes and 
doesn't like. The report is sent to/| 
the service manager, who-is then 
able to write a letter suiting each | 
client after that client has once | 





Northern Motor Company is to 
please its clients at all times and 
that is why studying the likes and 
dislikes of each buyer and prospect | 
is proving valuable to this company | 
in rendering a high-class seryice. 

A few days after a client has had 
a job done in the service depart- 
ment, Mr. Landskroner sends out 
the following type of letter, which | 
is his own idea: 

“On June 9 your car was here for 
various adjustments and repairs. 

“We wish to thank you for hav- 
ing had the opportunity of serving 
you. However, in case this work 
has not met with your entire satis- 
faction, kindly arrange to get in! 
touch with us, @t which time we 
will be glad to make any further 
adjustments.” 

In cas the client has not called 
in for service work after a period of | 
about two months the following let- 
ter is mailed to the client: 

“We note from our service records 
that we have not had the opportu- 
nity of serving you for some time

past. 
“We sincerely trust our past af- 
filiations have been sufficiently 


pleasant for you to warrant our tak- 
ing care of your future require- 
ments. In the event, however, we 
have failed to satisfactorily serve 
you, we shall be more than pleased 


{to make any necessary adjustments. 


“May we expect to continue tak- | 
ing care of your needs?” 

In case the client has not called 
in the client a personal call is made, 
and in most cases the client returns 
for service and becomes a steady 
client. These two letters are mailed 
out on the company letterheads, 
and both were originated by Mr. | 
Lap’«croner, who also originated 
the daily shop report.

INCREASED PRODUCTION 
REPORTED IN OHIO VALLEY 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 10.—Out- 
put increases of many plants in the 
Ohio valley region. were reported 
at the twenty-sixth meeting of the — 
Ohio Valley Shippers’ board held 
here and attended by approximate- 
ly 300 traffic men from Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky, and West Virginia. 
Twenty-three commodity commit- 
tees reported increased production 
at the meeting, and favorable busi- 
ness conditions in August and Sep- 


| tember were reported with expres- 
|sions of confidence as to the out-

look tor the final three months of 
the year. 

An increase of between 5 and 6 
per cent. also was noted in car 
loadings for the district during the 
last two months, car loading being 
accepted as a reliable barometer of 
business. It was pointed out that 
loadings in the last week of Au- 
gust exceeded 984,000, the largest 
week of the year, the total being 
only 16,000 under the million mack 
which is considered about normal, 
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Bargain Sales 
E talked recently with an automobile dealer who has'| 
done an exceedingly good job in an Eastern city) 
during the present lean year. Naturally enough, we asked) 
him how he had accomplished what a good many dealers have | 
claimed was the impossible. 

“IT made my profit this year in my service department,” 
he answered. “At the beginning of the year I realized that 
I wasn’t going to sell as many cars, new or used, as I did 
in 1929. Then I figured that the reason I wouldn’t sell as 
many units was that more people than usual would drive 
their old cars instead of buying new ones. To me that 
spelled a chance to sell service. 

“It didn’t work that way at first. They didn’t buy| 
cars, but they didn’t have the old ones repaired the way I 
thought they would. My service department did pretty 
well, but not what it should have done. Still, it did keep 
the plant running on an even keel. But that didn’t satisfy 
me. I knew there was service work to be got, if I could 
only find a method of landing it. 

“My shop started advertising and emphasized bargain 
sales of various service operations. I figured that showing 
car owners how they could save money would fit in with 
general conditions this year. 

“Our first ad in our local newspapers offered to wash a 
car, give the upholstery a vacuum cleaning, check up the 
condition of the battery, pressure in the tires, the alignment 
of the wheels and the headlight focusing for $3. That ad 
pulled like a mustard plaster, and we have used it off and 
on all summer. 

“Then we tried out other combinations. We set a rate 
for complete lubrication that was a little lower than usual} 
and we got a lot of business through that. After the first 
ad appeared, we sent out postal cards with the offers to our 
list of clients and that worked, too. 

“Every week all through the summer we had a special 
service sale going on and the result has been that our shop 
has been busy all season. The service department is going 
to give me a profit on the year’s business. And believe me, 
we are going right ahead advertising and selling service, no 
matter how good times may be next year or the year after.” 

To our mind this dealer has learned a lesson that will) 
make 1930, the year of the “big wind” in the automotive | 
field, the most profitable period in his business career.

The latest development in 
the rapidly swelling opposition to 
this legislation was announced by 
the managing director of a national 
retail association. A national chain 
store association in recent conven- 
tion also voted $50,000 for tax de- 
fense purposes for the coming year. 
The directors of the retail asso- 
ciation have completed plans for an 
active bureau to co-operate with 
state and local retail associations 
throughout the country “in combat- 
ting the rapidly growing tendency to 
impose retail sales taxes on various 
types.” The bureau, designed as a

The new bureau is designed solely 
as a Clearing house for information 
regarding retail sales taxation.

Filter Cartridges 
And Spark Plugs 
Pushed 


LINT, Mich., Oct. 10.—Many serv- 

ice departments of car dealers 
and garages report increases as high 
as 300 per cent. in sales of oil filter 
renewal cartridges and in spark 
plugs, according to W. S. Isherwood, 
sales manager of AC Spark Plug 
Company. 

The increases, Mr. Isherwood said, 
are in large part due to the newly 
developed “speedometer plan” of 
selling. This plan merely consists of 
the service men observing speed- 
ometers on all cars entering the 


|service station and calling owners’ 


attention to the necessity of renew- 
ing the oil filter and in changing 
spark plugs as recommended in the 
car owner's instruction manual. 

The “speedmoter plan,” Mr. Isher- 
wood said, has increased tremen- 
dously dealers’ profits through the 
service deartment, not only in sale 
of spark plugs and oi] filter cart- 
ridges, but in many other items as 
well. Practically every time a re- 
newal cartridge is sold a complete 
oil change is necessary; when plugs 
are changed new contact points and 
new cables are often sold with them. 

The new selling plan has not only 
increased service revenue, but has 
improved greatly the performance 
of cars, encouraged much owner 
good will, and has resulted in re- 
peat new car sales, Mr, Isherwood 
declared, numerous reports from 
the field showing that owners ap- 
preciate the service rendered them 
and are always live prospects for 
new cars. 

In a few cases some service depart- 
ments actually are doing ten times 
the spark plug and oil filter busi- 
ness they formerly did, but for the 
most part increases are averaging 
between 200 and 300 per cent. 
wherever the “speedometer plan” is 
being used.

Motor transportation as it is used today ranges much! 
further afield than the horse-drawn vehicles of a past age. | 
The radius of territory served by a motor truck delivery | 
fleet is many times that which could be covered by horses. | 
The operator of a fleet has the chance to place his name and 
business before a far greater audience than the merchant 
who had to use animal transport. In the days when old 
dobbin covered a radius of perhaps five or six miles from 
the home plant, the advertising value of the wagons was 
small, because almost every person in that limited territory 
probably knew of the company operating the wagons. But| 
with truck fleets covering areas thirty, forty and even fifty | 
miles from the home office, the advertising value of the 
vehicles is greatly enhanced. 

It will be obvious that to derive the full advertising 
possibilities of a truck fleet the individual units must be well 
kept, attractive and suggestive of efficiency in the operation 
of the company using them. A shabby, dilapidated motor 
truck will be anything but a favorable creator of publicity. 
All this is extremely valuable ammunition for the motor 
truck salesman to use in his daily rounds,

Originally coneeived in some 
states as a threat against the ex- 
pansion of the chain store, the 
trend toward sales tax legislation 
has been stimulated by the neces- 
sity of developing additional sources 
of tax revenue in many states and 
the tendency to shift the burden of 
taxation from real property and 
public utility enterprises. Retailers, 
however, have protested against the 
enactment of the various laws on a 
large number of grounds, insisting 
that the legislation was drastic and 
unfair to merchants and would ma- 
terially increase the cost of living to 
the consumer. 

The smaller retailer, it is pointed 
out, has proportionately as much at 
stake as the large store in opposing 
this legislation. The small merchant 
will find it almost impossible to pass 
on the tax on items selling at $1 or 
less, while in several states the ex- 
emption providing for annual sales 


indicate that this type of legislation 
is under consideration in a number 
of other states. Almost every legis- | 
lature in the country meets next | 
winter. 

“Considerable research has been | 
done in this field by local organi- 
zations where the fight has been | 
acute in the past. Our new bureau 
will immediately assemble this in- | 
formation and endeavor to place it 
at the disposal of active state and 
loca] organizations throughout the 
country when they are faced by this 
fight. 

“Until comparatively recently this 
subject was not given serious atten- 
tion except academically. The new | 
Kentucky law, which imposes a tax | 
of 1 per cent. on retail stores doing | 
a volume in’ excess of $1,000,000 a | 
year, came like a bombshell. Tax 
spenders, eager to uncover new 
sources of revenue, have eagerly ac-
